2d, That during the seasons of low water, the supplies for these
partmenta vaust be carried by hand, a distance of rome forty-five miles,
over roads that have been constructed temporarily, and at individual ex-

8d, That the mmnee in the cost of transportation of Government
supplies would in a few years repay the Government for an expenditure of

4th, That the construction of a Military Road would tend to open to
